Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-12 and 14-20 (Renumbered 1-19) are allowed.

Claims 1-12 and 14-20 (Renumbered 1-19) are considered allowable because 
the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the limitations of 
the original base claims 1 , 3 (now claim 6), 1 7 (now claim 16), 18 (now claim 1 7), 
1 9 (now claim 1 8), and 20 (now claim 1 9). For the specific reasons as to why the 
claims are allowable, for claims 3-12 (now claims 6-15), 17 (now claim 16), 18 
(now claim 17), and 20 (now claim 19) see the previous office action dated the 7 th 
of November, 2005.
